When a Minifter dies, the Heretors Ang- 
lice, Lords of the Ma3nnor, together m; 
the People, Sign a Call to fuch Minifter 
as they defire to fucceed, which Call Ts 
Moderated,as they call it, thacis*Confirm’d 
by the Presbytery of the Bounds, and then 
the Minifter is admixted, and, if be was nor 
before, is Ordain’d. 

If the “eretor refufes or. delays to calla 
Minifter for a certaio time, and after cer- 
tain Notice®givea as the Law direds, the 
Right of calling.and planting a ‘Minifiry 
liessfure devolusa, in the I'resbytery of 
the Bounds. 

I need no better a Voucher for this than 
the Queen her {elf, who in her Royal Le:- 
ter, jut now fent to the General Affembly 
at tuis time fitting at Edinburgh, makes 
this plain ; the firft thing Her Majefty pare 
ticularly recommends to the Atembly, bee 
ing exprefly the planting of Able, Learned 
and Pious Minifters in VACANT CHURCH- 
ES——— Little does Her Majefty chink 
what Treatment the Minifters meet with, 
in their endeavour to obey this Her Roy- 
al Commatids = Awd certainly, little do the 
poor mifled People, who'thus treat the 
Minifter:, think .if is Her Majefty’s Dire- 
Gion, that thefe Minifters fhould be thos 
planted, and thefe Privileges and Rights 
be oe maintsia’d!
